earnest desire to avoid war. 
I believe that we have made great 


strides towards peace within ,the last decade. No one that 1 know 
of goes further in favor of settling international controversies by 
arbitration than 1 do, and if I have my way and am able to secure 
the assent of other powers, I shall submit to the senate arbitration 
treaties broader in their terms than any that body has heretofore 
ratified, and broader than any.that now exist between the nations 
In layir,* down my office I could leave no greater claim to the 
gratitude of my countrymen than to have secured such treaties. 
Hut I cannot, permit myself, in the enthusiastic desire to secure 
universal peace, to blind myself to the possibilities of war. We have 
not reached the time when we can count on the settlement of all in- 
ternational controversy by the arbitration of a tribunal. 


1 welcome most highly the rapidly increasing ranks of the ad- 


vocates of peace. 
They help to form a public opinion of the world 


that is,, with appreciable progress, forcing nations to a settlement 
of quarrels by negotiation or peace tribunal. When adjudication by 
arbitral courts shall be accepted, the motive for armament will dis- 
appear. But we cannot hope to bring about such condition for de- 
cades. Meanwhile, we must face the facts and see conditions as 
Uizy are. 
Some earnest advocates of peace weaken their advocacy 


by failing to do this. War.is still a possibility; and a president 
senator or congressman who ignores it is something against which 
proper precaution should be taken subjects himself iii time of peace 
to the just criticism of all reasonable!! men, and when war comes 
a«d finds the nation unprepared.jto the unanimous condemnation of 
his indignant fellow countrymen.

FALLING COCOANUTS. 


Dew Maket Moet of Thtm Drop From 


th» Trees -at Night, 


"lii the tropics when the cocouuut is 


wanted for planting," said an Importer 
of the fruit, "the nuts are picked up 
when they fall from the tree whero 
they have hung for about fourteen 
mouths in ripening. It is a fni't not 
I'unerally known that n majority of 
the nuts' drop at night, which probably 
Kcomits for the small loss of life by 
iiucoamits falling upon the heads of 
the natives. 


"The action qf the heavy dew at 


night loosens the seal witli which nil- 
lure bus provided the nut and allows j 
t to fall. The nuts wnjited for plant- 
ing are cither gathered into heaps or < 
.iliiccd under sheds., where they are. 
\llowed to sprout before planting in 
order that good, healthy nuts may be 
Bijlt'ded, thus avoiding the possibility 
of planting 'blind' nuts tbut will not 
;pnmt, in which case much lime would 
be lost in stiii'tlng the cocouuut walks, 
as the orchards are called. When holes 
are dug, about three feet deep and 
twenty feet apart, the nut is carefully 
placed therein and covered with iibimt 
a foot of soil. The hole is tilled as the 
sprout grows until the latter reacho.-: 
the surface, then it is left to itself, re 
quiring no further attention. 
Should 


the place where the coconnut is planted 
b3 anv great distance from the sea- 
shore a quantity of salt is placed In 
the hole. The plant will grow in lux- 
uriance, however, but a short distance 
from the shore, nearness to salt water 
being absolutely essential to its wel- 
fare."—Washington Herald.
